SUMMARY AND PRIMARY FUNCTION 
Operates and maintains the wastewater treatment plant on an assigned shift to assure the 
effective processing of wastewater.  This includes operating various pumps, motors and other 
treatment plant machinery and equipment. 
 
QUALIFICATIONS AND SKILLS 
High school diploma or GED. 
0-1 year of experience performing ‘handyman’ or general laborer duties. 
Aptitude for use of hand tools. 
Ability to move or lift objects of 50 pounds or more as necessary. 
 
OTHER SKILLS AND ABILITIES – PREFERRED 
Ability to ensure the routine and continuous operation of the treatment plant during an assigned 

shift. 
Ability to be constantly alert and aware of the hazards involved and know and apply safety 

practices and principles in reporting and preventing accidents. 
Ability to work with moderate exposure to gases, chemicals and unpleasant odors in a safe, 

expeditious manner. 
 
SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS AND LICENSES 
Texas Class B commercial driver’s license with a good driving record as measured by the City’s 

evaluation system or ability to obtain within 90 days of employment. 
Must submit to a TB test during employment as required. (Note:  An initial TB test will be required 

during the post-offer examination.  A negative test result must be received in order to be 
considered for employment.) 

 
EQUIPMENT 
Automobile, pumps, lab equipment, belt press, hand tools and valves. 
Work shall be performed with tools, appliances and equipment approved by those agencies and 
bodies that have control, authority or approval of the design working ranges or limitations of those 
items; the employee has the responsibility to conform to those ranges and limitations.
